Back to Our Ancestors’ Clothes. 


It is strange that in the midst -of

This calls 
for that godet skirt that is flat at 
front and back and extremely wide at 
each side. The width is arranged by 
extended folds that are held out by 
the lining, and, as the material is quite 
soft, the effect is neither stiff nor un- 
graceful. 

The bodice is slim, following the 
lines of the figure, shortwaisted at the 
sides and boned to a point in front 
over the skirt.

‘There are sleeves, tiny, short affairs 
that reach over four inches of the 
arm without clinging closely to it. 

As the gown is made entirely of the 
fabric, that is, the bodice, the sleeves, 
the slight girdle, and the skirt are of 
one material, there is no transparency. 
This in itself is a wide divergence 
from the established order of today.

JAPANESE RICE 


VERY .rice-eating community has 
its own methods of. boiling rice.

This rapid boiling is kept up until 
most of the water is absorbed, the 
cover being kept on and the water al- 
lowed to run over the -sides, after 
which the saucepan is moved to the 
back of the stove and the rice allowed 
to cook slowly until perfectly dry.

Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche was the 
son of a pastor at Richen, near Leipsic, 
and was born in 1844. ‘He was educated 
at Schulforta and the universities of 
Bonn and Leipsic. In 1869, while still an 
undergraduate, he was appointed to an 
extraordinary professorship of classical 
philology in. the University .of Basle, 
and. rapidly promoted to an. ordinary 
professorship. “His brifliant literary 
caréér began at ‘that time, and he be- 
came more and more concentrated on 
Philosophical writings.. In 1876 trouble 
with his eyes and his brain forced him 
to ask for sick leave, and in 1879 he was 
finally ‘pensioned. For the remainder of 
his life. he suffered acutely, and the riext 
ten years were spent in various health 
resorts, where he tossed off at high 
pressure the brilliant essays\that made 
him famous. In 1888 he: Was. pronounced 
hopelessly insane, and he remained so 
until his death in 1900. - ‘ 

The exceedingly persuasive and popu- 
lar philosophy of Nietzsche is. an un- 
compromising revolt against ‘conv¥en- 
tions of ‘science,. conduct,. and. civiliza- 
tion, and ‘against: not only the Chris- 
tibn* faith. but ‘the Christian virtues. 
He constantly urged the “‘ Superman " 
ruthlessly to trample under foot the 
servile herd: of weak, degenerate, and 
“poor: in spirit,’” and jurged the merci- 
less. onward march of.sheer’force. Po- 
Mtically an ane¥chist and an-individual- 
ist, in his revolt against the. power of 
the State, he was essentially an aris- 
tocrat' in his contempt of modern. de- 
mocracy. Influenced by Schopenhaver, 
he cast off his ‘‘ educator’s ’’ pessimisnr 
to a degree, declaring that life should be 
worth living not in spite of, but ‘because

CHARLES TAYLOR, 
MELODRAMATIST 





ALY’S Theatre has reopened—has 
years of 


reopened after three 

silence and darkness, undisturbed 
even by>the flashes and click of the 
cinema. 

When the oldsters there have run out 
of reminiscencés of the playhouse itself 
they turn to tales of ‘‘ Yosemite”’ and 
its author, Charles A. Taylor, the play 


[and the man that have reopened Daly’s. 


They tell tales of a day when Mr. Taylor 
climbed into a cab at 8 o’clock every 
night and drove around to five theatres, 
where five of hig successes were earn- 
ing him weekly royalties of $250 each. 
That was in '92. The decade following 
knew much of Mr. Taylor and his pro- 
ductions, but since 1908 he has been 
heard of only as news drifted in from 
the far coast and Alaska. 

Time was when Mr. Taylor’s life itself 
was full of melodrama, for he was 
conductor on the Southern Pacific in 
the palmy days of the train-robber. On 
one trip of the Overland express a truck 
of one of the coaches broke, and “‘ Kid” 
Taylor, grabbing the emergency brake, 
stopped the train in four car lengths. 
On this train was the then Governor of 
California and Senator Hearst, who 
joined the rest of the passengers in 
thanking the conductor for his saving 
them from a worse wreck. And the 
Senator spoke of his son, for whom he 
had bought a newspaper in San Fran- 
cisco, and suggested that the “Kid” 
learn to be a reporter. This offering 
something more to his mood, ‘‘ Kid” 
Taylor became a reporter. 

The city editor sald that the paper 
was glad to print all he would write, 
but that it seemed a shame to rob the 
stage, and advised Taylor to try drama. 
He did, writing a thriller called ‘*‘ The 
Brother’s Crime,’’ which was produced 
at once. That was in 1889. The fol- 
lowing year, after a solitary tramp 
through the Yosemite Valley, Mr. Tay- 
lor wrote the play “* Yosemite,” It was 
first produced in Billy Bmerson’s Thea» 
tre, on the ‘wrong side of Market 
Street” in San Francisco, that year. 
And, following the new fortunes of its 
erstwhile conductor, the Southern Pa- 
cific ‘sent photographers down to the 
valley and obtained views which were 
utilized in making the stage settings. 

The success of ‘* Yosemite,’* which 
Startled the coast and éarned unprece- 
dented sums in two weeks, turned Mr. 
Taylor to-New York. When he arrived 
he arranged for the presentation of 
“‘' The Brother’s Crime,’”’. which changed 
its name to.“ The Derby Mascot,” and 
was put on in Miner’s People’s 
Bowery Theatre. Then followed suc- 
cesses of a like nature, Al Woods keep- 
ing Taylor and Owen Davis. and Lincoln 
Carter busy with demands of more and 
more thrillers, 

This was the period of the nightly 
visit to the five theatres, and of an 
era when New York demanded so much 
melodrama that Mr. Taylor was sure of 
$1,200 to $1,400 weekly royalties. Name 
me a playwright today, says the old- 
timer, who receives that. Most of us 
recall “The Queen of the White 
Slaves,” which Taylor wrote and Woods 
produced in 1898. Then there was “ The 
King of the.

of acting,” she continued. 


* By listening one does not refer to the 
merely aural function of responding to 
sound waves. It is not enough to listen 
with the ears. Every muscle and every 
nerve in the entire body must be on the 
job, as you say in America.” 

Here Miss Tempest laughed the little 
guttural infectious laugh that has al- 
ways been the despair of her imitators. 

“T-can best illustrate. what I mean 
perhaps by a reference to the work of 
the men and women of my own com- 
pany, in ‘Mary Goes First.’ Mr. Jones's 
play, in common with all high comedy, 
is pre-eminently a ‘listening play,’ and 
the success of a production of this kind 
were utterly impossible without the 
careful and concerted listening of every 
character on the stage to every word 
spoken by the other actors. It may 
sound surprising, but in spite of the 
witty diaiogue which the dramatist has 
put in the mouths of his characters, the 
‘ biggest laughs’ come not so much from 
the audience’s enjoyment of the lines in 
themselves as from watching the effect 
of their humor upon the people in the 
play.

For unless 
he knows how to sing he may never 
hope to learn how to listen, since listen- 
ing demands the utmost mobility not 
alone of body, but of mind. It is for 
this reason that I urge évery young 
actor and actress to take singing and 
dancing lessons. 

‘Every moment you are-on the stage, 
in any play whatsoever, even if it is 
only a ‘thinking part,’ I tell them, you 
must never be idle. You must listen, 
listen with your ears, your arms, your 
legs, and your feet, but principally with 
your shoulders and back. 

“It is with the shoulders and back 
that most of our real listening is done, 
either on or off the stage. We hear 
with our ears, but it is with our shoul- 
ders and backs that we do our real 
listening, our interested listening. I have
